ple that they have been instrumental 
in introducing the principle which is 
acknowledged to be the ruling and 
guiding principle under which the 
British Empire now exists 

Objections Swept Awry. 

Every step taken in that direction 
meant that some objection would 
come from those who were effete, 
timorous and laggard But all their 
objections were swept away by a free 
people and today we are enjoying 
the benefit of their struggles in that 
direction 

While we are a nation at the pre- 
sent time, however, it does not fol 
iow that our task is accomplished; 
it does not follow that there is noth 
ing elee to be done No It is our 
duty to accept all the responsibility 
of a free nation The only difference 
between us and the other nations is 
that we owe our allegiance to. the 
Mother Country of Old England 

We are proud to say, and to be 
lieve, maintain and affirm that we 
are British subjects, that we have no 
other allegiance than our allegiance 


to King George the Fifth And it 
is part of the glory of this country 
that we have laid down the way for 


others to follow Australia, New Zea- 
land and South Africa have followed 
in our steps 
Representative to Go to Pretoria, 
I glad to be able to say that 
within a few weeks after my return 
to Ottawa a representative of our goy 
ernment will leave Ottawa to be pre 
fent at the opening of the first par 
Nament of South Africa Remember, 
my fellow-countrymen, what these 
words mean to us Canadians and 
British subjects The pariiament will 
be opened at Pretoria and will have 
a8 its members British subjects, some 
of whom will be of British origin 
and some of Dutch origin. Ten years 
axo these men who will be seated 
together in the same house engaged 
in joint efforts to govern the ane 
country, were at the throats of each 


other, We have there a spectack 
unique in history, possible nowhere 
else than in the British mpire, 


These men who ten years ago were 
fighting together are now united un- 
der the British flag 

We have this further spectacle, 
that the man who wiil be called by 
the Governor-General of South Africa 
to take the place at the head of the 
government of South Africa, will be 
no less @ person than General Botha, 
leader of the Boer forces against the 
forces of His Majesty Can anything 
more sublime be seen than this? 


Where except In the pages of Rritish 
history shall we find a nation victori- 
ous in war having the courage to 
bring to the council of her advisers 
the man who was first in the war 
against her? 

Glory of British Empire. 

This is the glory of the British Em- 
pire and this is the vindication of 
the principle of responsible govern. 
ment, first inaugurated in Canada 
some sixty years ago, first under Lord 
Durham and afterwards under Lord 
Hlein The like of British institu. 
tions Was never seen in any part of 
the world up to the present time, 
As subjects of the King, as a British 
country and as a British nation, as 
I said some time ago, it is our duty 
to assume all the rights and respon- 
sibilities of a free people. 

What is the first right, what is the 
first duty, and what is the first re- 
sponsibility of a free people? It must 
be prepared to maintain its integ 
rity It must be prepared to main- 
tain and defend its allegiance And 
to that duty we have given our at 
tention in the last parliament, and 
have determined to organize a navy 
to protect our shores. 

The duty of defence is Inherent in 
human nature When I was first here 
you had no city police foree. Today 
you have a police force because you 
have grown to be a city. So is tt 
with Canada We have become a na- 
tion We have a sea coast which we 
must be prepared to defend, and for 
this purpose we must have a navy 
That is the first reason. 

The Other Reason, 

The other reason is that up to the 
present time Great Britain has borne 
alone the burden of the defence of 
the immense fabric of the British 


Empire in all lands and all seas, That 
Canada should now bear a share of 
the burden is a proposition so true 
that I need waste no time expatias 
ting upon it You will agree with 


me, I am sure 

There may be a difference as to 
methods Some of my fellow-coun 
trymen have been saying that instead 
if having a navy of our own we 


should give a contribution to the 
iritish navy 'T personally never 
could agree with that proposition, 
Rather I think we should do for our- 


selves what we can to prepare our 


|] selves as a nation for the work of 


defence And if our exampie is foi 
lowed, as indeed it is being fol- 
lowed at the present time by Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, and as it 
will doubtless be followed by and by 


by South Africa, should England ever 


word, I do not believe that England 
ean ever be in danger, for up to the 


the day come when England should 
be in danger I believe that more 
help can be given her if all the 
daughters of the nation can go from 
all parts of the world to meet the 
common enemy 

This Is the Reason, 

This is the proposition, this ia the 
reason why I thought {it better to ac 
cept to the full the responsibility of 
defending ourselves at sea, We have 
a militia of which we have no reason 
to be ashamed We have some volun 
teers who in South Africa gave a good 
account of themselves, who when they 
were put by the side of those famous 
soldiers, the Gordon Highlanders, at 
Paardeberg, showed that the old 
fighting blood still flowed in their 
veins. 

We must also be prepared to de 
fend ourselves upon the high seas. 
What is the position taken by the 
Opposition? The Opposition were 
divided on lines of geography. There 
was one policy in Quebee and one in 
Ontario In Quebec the men of 
French descent like myself and in 
Ontario the men of English descent 
like yourselves 

Ontarlo says the government pol- 
ify does no go far enough. It is all 
right to build a navy, but we should 
also make a contribution to the Brit- 
ish Imperial navy 

Wheat Quebec Wents. 
In Quebec the Opposition wants no 


navy and no contribution In Que 
bec at this moment I am denounced 
as a traitor to my race because I ad- 
vovated this policy In Ontario I am 


denounced as a traitor to the British 
crown because I have advocated this 
policy 

What is at the bottom of the dual 
castigation to which my poor head 
is subjected? Both in Quebee and 
Ontario it is a certain prejudice, Pre. 
jJudice, it must be remembered, ts not 
always an ignoble thing It is often 
just the exaggeration of noble sen 
timents 

I take this opportunity to say that 
throughout my life it has always been 
my practice to ignore differences of 
race and creed and to appeal to the 
sentiment of my fellow-countrymen 

It has been my fortune and my lot 
to have to fight such battles before 
In 1896 on the Manitoba school ques 
tion I took a position against the 
wovernment of the time, believing 
that they had no right to foree upon 
Manitoba a system which was not 
agreeable to the people of Manitoba 
lor this I was denounced in the pro- 
vince of Quebec 

In 1905 when we adopted constitu 
tions for the provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan I took a stand of com 
promise on the question of education 
for which I was denounced on the 
one hand by the extreme Catholica 
and on the other by the extreme 
Protestants 

I do not care whether I am de 
nounced by the one or the other 
I stand upon my ground as a British 
subject and a Canadian without fear 
or favor of any man 


Why should I argue this question? | 


You are all of you, my fellow-coun 
trymen, prepared to do your duty 
as Canadians and as British subjects 
Three Per Cent, of Revenue, 
The navy will cost about three mil- 
lions a year, which is about three per 
cent. of our revenue I think we can 
stand it That will not prevent us 
from doing what we have to do for 
the development of this country 
What you want here is railways. 
We realize this and are prepared to 
give them to you T have stated that 
we should have to build the Hudson 


| Bay Railway I think we are pre- 


pared for that and you will require 


no argument from me to prove to you 
that it is needed. Further I have said 
that we shali have to dig and build 


the Georgian Bay Canal. Also I have 


said that we shall have to build an 
other Welland Canal. 
But, sir, there is another project 


in which you are interested and to 


which ,for my part, I have been giv 
ing some attention of late, and which 
I have discussed with my colleagues, 


and especially with the Minister of 


Public Works It is the deepening 


of the Saskatchewan river, so as to 
make it navigable from the city of 


Edmonton to the city of Winnipeg. 
In Bastern Canada there is an ar- 


tery in the St. Lawrence from the 


shore of the Atlantic to the heart of 
Ontario It is a source of great 
wealth to the East and we have spent 


millions upon it to make it navigable 
from the Isle of Anticosti to Lake 


Superior, We have poured money 
into it, 
The Saskatchewan Route, 


In the West we have also in the 


River Saskatchewan an artery from 


the Rocky Mountains to the city of 


Winnipeg It can be improved. We 
think it ought to be improved and 
are taking steps at this very moment 
to see if we can maintain a channel 
of six feet from Bdmonton to Win- 
nipeg. We have inspectors at work 


on it at the present time and plans 


are being prepared I am sure you 


will agree with me that if it can be 


done it ought to be done, 


We are a young country. We are 
the youngest country. We have the 


pretension to rise to a position equal 


with that of the exalted nations of 
the world If we are to do this we 


must build the Hudson Bay Railway; 
we must build the Georgian Bay Ca 
nal; we must build another Welland 


Canal and we must make the Sas- 


katchewan navigable 
There is more to be done yet. 1 


invite you all, my fellow-countrymen, 


to rise to the occasion It is not ne 
ecessary for me to make such an in- 
vitation I know that one and all in 


this province you will rise to what is 


to be done (Prolonged cheers), 
The Member for Pictou. 

FE. M. MacDonald, M.P. for Pictou, 
N.S., in his introductory remarks refer. 
red to Sir Wilfrid’s speech, declaring it 
to be a magnificent effort in which the 
premier had excelled himeelf.

ROUTE OF 
NOT SATISFACTORY 


High River Citizens Protest Against 
Town Being Sidetracked—Negotl- 
ating with C.N.R. in Regard to 
Branch to High River. 


High River, Alta., Aug. 9.—An un- 
precedented wave of indignation and 
resentment is at present passing over 
this town and district at what is con- 
sidered to be the high-handed action 
of the C.P.R. in attempting to side- 
track the town of High River by car- 
rying the construction of the Leth- 
bridge short line past the town, and 
making the junction point of the new 
line with the C, and E. at Aldersyde, 
a flag station immediately north of 
High River. 

The surveyed route of the new line 
passes at one point about four miles 
from High River, and there is no con- 
ceivable reason, engineering or other, 
why the new line should be carried 
to Aldersyde, as proposed, unless it be 
the making and sale of a new town- 
site there 

High River's Importance, 

The town of High River is one of 
the most important places outside of 
the cities in the province of Alberta 
It has five banks, five elevators, four 
hotels, and over seventy-five business 
places, a population approaching the 
three thousand mark and the value 
of the real and Personal property is 
conservatively estimated at a million 
and a half. It is the largest shipper 
of cattle, horses, hogs and grain, tak- 
en together, of any town in Alberta 
The revenue derived from the town 
by the C.P.R. in freight and passen- 
Sers is said to be over a quarter of a 
million dollars per year. 

Will Cut Off Trade, 

The new Lethbridge line, running, 
as proposed, some distance to the east 
of High River, will cut off a large 
part of the trade of the town; s0 
much so, in fact, as to endanger its 
present prosperity 

Repeated representations have been 
made to the C.P.R. by the town coun- 
cil and leading citizens, pointing out 
the Injustice of the company's action 
in passing the town so closely, and 
making no attempt to minimize the 
threatened injury to it, but without 
avail 

Now that the C.P.R. has turned a 
deaf ear to the reasonable request of 
the town of High River, to make it 
the junction point, vigorous action 
is being taken to induce the Canadian 
Northern to enter this town and dis- 
trict, in competition with that com. 
pany's lines 

D. D. Mann, of MacKenzie and 
Mann, of the Canadian Northern, who 
is now at the coast, has been com- 
municated with, and will meet repre 
sentatives of the town in the near 
future to arrange termia upon which 
their railway will enter High River 
ou the proposed route to Lethbridge. 

From the way leading citizens are 
taking up the matter, it is safe to 
predict that the C.P.R. will have re- 
srets that it ever determined to give 
the town of High River the go-by. 


CREW BROKE INTO MUTINY. 


Sailors on Board Steel Trust Steamer 
Refused to Obey Orders. 

Detroit, Aug. 9—With a levelled re. 
volver, Captain Jchn Parko quelled a 
mutiny on the s‘eamer Douglas Haugh. 
ton yesterday. The crew of the Steel 
Trust ore_carrier had broken into the 
brig and freed one of their number im- 
priscned by the captain and,then  re- 
fused to obey orders. It was an hour be. 
fore the captain. regained control of the 
mutineers, but in that time he managed 
to put the ringleaders in irons. He will 
prefer charges against them. The mu. 

ny wae caused by the locking up of 
a sailor for playing the part of Peeping 
Tom, The men claim they rebelled be, 
cause extra pay had been withheld.

HAVE CONFIDENCE IN BOTHA. 


Preparing for Election in South Africa, 
Government Holding Its Own. 
Cape Town, Aug. 9—Preparations aro 
being made for a fierve election cam- 
paign, and the impressicn of unbiassed 
observers 60 far is that the Government 
is holding ite own. Thie ie due to the 
confidence in Premier Botha rather than 
to faith in the Cabinet as a whole, 
Jameson, speaking at Johannesburg, em- 
Phasized this personal belief im Botha’s 
g00d intentions, but he has a conviction 
of Botha’s utter inability to carry them 
out as head of the coalition Government 
Fatal Fire at Kindersley,

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ADUPT NEW STRIKE TACTICS, 


Tron Workers of Los Angeles to Full 
“ris and Clog Wheels of Justice. 


Los Angeles, Aug. 9%.—Rereft by 
leval opinion of an opportunity to 
fight the anti-picketing ordinance in 
a referendum election, the striking 
structural iron workers of Los An- 
Seles are destined to fill jails, then 
closing the court with 600 or more 
jury trials. 

This purpose was announced last 
night by Organizer Johansen, of the 
Building Trades Council of Califor- 
nia, who is directing the strike. This 
form of flank attack was decided up- 
on at a secret mecting of strikers 
two nights ago and twenty-five strik 
ers made the first move yesterday 
by causing themselves to be arrested 
while doing picket duty. They in 
vaded the premises of a foundry com- 
pany and in violation of provisions 
of the new ordinance, sought to per- 
suade the workmen to join the union 
and strike, They will remain in jail. 

Johansen has canvassed all the 
available prisons of the country and 
finds that the various jails have ac 
commodations for 621 prisoners at the 
utmost. “We will fill the jails,” he 
said, “and then demand separate jury 
trials, As fast as the cases are dis- 
posed of more men will cause them 
selves to be arrested.

APPLES ON THE DECLINE, 

Niagara Falls, N.Y., Aug. 9.—That 
the apple industry of Ontario is on 
the decline and that for fifteen years 
the quality of the fruit produced has 
been slowly but surely deteriorating 
is the opinion of James Crow, pro 
fessor of pomology at the Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph, who 
spoke on Canadian apples at the In- 
ternational Apple-growers’ Convention 
over the river today, Some fifteen or 
more years ago the apple industry of 
Ontario was at its best, declared Prof. 
Crow. Since that time for various 
causes there has been a general de 
cline of interest in apple-orcharding, 
a general increase in the percentage 
of defective apples, and a general fall 
ing off in the quantity of good apples 
finding their way to market. At the 
present time the industry is coming 
to life in a few localities, but over 
the Province generally orcharding is 
still on the decline. There are many 
localities of inland Ontario where 
orchards are to be found. In most 
sections, however, orchards are small 
in size. Good growers in the in- 
land districts are few and far be- 
tween In the Niagara district and 
Essex and Kent counties some plant- 
ing of early summer varieties is being 
made. These are intended to supply 
the northwest market during the 
early part of the season. There is 
probably no better apple-growing pro- 
position than this, but at the present 
time only small quantities of the 
early fruit are available.
